NICARAGUA APPEALS FOR AN END TO U.S. ACTIONS 


Managua. The Ruling Coun- 
cil oi Uie National Reconstruc- 
tion Government ot Nicaragua 
has appealed lo the govern- 
ments and peoples of the world, 
to the United Nations, to the 
Non-Aligned Movement, to the 
Contadora Group of countries, 
and lo the people of the United 
States lo demand that the Rea- 
gan administration Immediately 
cease all militarist and adven- 
turist actions In Central Amer- 
ica, particularly against Nica- 
ragua and to make moves tow- 
ards a peaceful settlement of 
the problems tn the region. 


The appeal, wbu.h was 
broadcast on radio and televi- 
sion by Daniel Ortega, mem- 
ber of the national leadership 
of tho Sandlnlst National Libe- 
ration Front and Coordinator of 
the Ruling Council ol thg 
Government, stresses that the 
American Government Is enga- 
ged in an unbridled campaign 
of Blander against the Sandlnlst 
Revolution. It crudely Interfe- 
res Into the republic's Internal 
affairs and attempts to oxert 
pressure on those nallons and 
governments who favour co- 
operation wilh Nicaragua. 


The appeal points out that 
Ihe Nicaraguan Government Is 
calling on the governments of 
the world to give tha people 
of Nicaragua specific assistance 
to protect It against the terro- 
rism of the United States' 
Government. 

Nicaragua will continue its 
efforts to consolidate democra- 
cy and Lhe revolutionary pro- 
cess In the country. However, 
the aggressors must know that 
our desire for peace Is as great 
. as our resolve to maintain tho 
independence of our Country 
and the gains of tho revolution.

Council ot Ministers to make 
permanent the memory of Yuri 
Andropov. 

USSR ACADEMY 
OF SCIENCES MEETS

The annual general meeting 
of the USSR Academy of Scien- 
ces held recently In Moscow 
noted that In lhe past year So- 
viet scientists were responsible 
Tor a series of important break- 
throughs.

In nuclear power engineering 
completed programmes saw the 
operation ol the first unit of 
the Tgnallna nuclear power plant 
which features tho world's, 
biggest reactor of 1.500,000 kW, 
Spectacular advances were 
made ln space research and ge- 
netic engineering, notably tha 
development of human ‘ Interfe- 
ron and insulin, plant selectloq, 
production of plastics, and ro- 
botics.

PROFILES 
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The 36-year-old Soviet composer, Alexander 
Zhurbin writes music In all genres — from pop 
to symphonic, his arlisllc Interests being note- 
worthy for ihclr great variety. 

Q.: Is this wide range of genres due la per. 
sonol Inclination or to the lime In which we live! 

A.: To both. Our ago demands experiment In 
art, the problem of synthesis becoming parll- 
cnlarly Important In music. Genres converge, 
various styles existing side by side, comple- 
menting or hi contrast to one another. 

Zhurbin graduated from the Gncsshiy Musical 
and Pedagogical Institute In Moscow and did a 
posi graduate course at the Leningrad Conserva- 
toire. He composed symphonies, piano concertos, 
Instrumental and vocal pieces, and operas, os 
well as writing music tor ballets, theatre and 
lllms, and many songs... Ills work Is known In 
this country and abroad, much of it having been 
performed In Italy, Belgium, Finland, Sweden 

and France... 

Recognition came to Zhurbin In 1675 after the 
premiere of the first Soviet rock opera "Orleo 
ed Euridlce". The composer found a modem mu- 
sic language for It, ranging from stylization of 


Gluck and Monteverdi lo pop rhythms and jazz 
ballads. Synthesis has since become a distinctive 
feature of Ills work, boing revealed, above all, 
in the dramatic genres of opera, musicals and 
ballet. Zhurbin looks on himself as a composer, 
writing predominantly for tile stage. 

<?.: How do you conceive youi composition! 
lor Ihe stage? 

A.; The theme is most oltcn prompted by my 
literary memory, says the composer. That was 
how my musical "Playing the Prince and the 
Pauper” came Into being after Mark Twain, and 
the opera "The Moon and a Detective" based 
on a book by the Soviet writer, VU Lipatov. 
Usually things that 1 read or see give birlli lo 
the flrsl musical Image, and then I "compose 
music" about man and his feelings. 

I have conceived a major opera programme— 
Incorporating twenty-five themes. I do not know 
If I will be able to realize all of them but some 
have already been wrlllen. For example, the 
opera "Impatience' 1 after a story by Yuri Trifo- 
nov about "Narodnaya Volya" (a revolutionary 
organization active In Russia In lire lalu lQlli 
century). Thta 1s the second part of iuy operatic 
trilogy devoted to the history of Russia (the dirt 
part will deal with the time of Pant I, and the 
third— with the collapse of tsarism and the tri- 
umph of the Revolution). 

1 recently composed "Florenzu", an opera 
based on a story by Thomas Mann, The action 
lakes place In Florence al the time of the Re- 
naissance. The main conflict Is between lanallr 
monks and humanists, and ol course, there In a 
love Intrigue. The musical structure here Is rjulte 
complicated — combining elements oi roman- 
ticism, the grotesque mid modern rock rhythms. 
By the way, this opera has been commissioned 
by the West German firm ol Der Velle. 

Zhurbin's lively rock show "Twins From 
Thebes" can now be seen at Moscow's Theatre 
of the Young Spectator, while his elegant and 
witty musical comedy "Penelope” enjoys great 
success at the Operetta Theatre (II hns also been 
staged in Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia). Recent- 
ly the composer completed a romantic opera 
"The Robber Fracasse". He plans to wrlie a mu- 
sical comedy for children and an opera "Uriel 
Acosta" but it is quite possible that he might 
start off by composing something completely 
different...
